E He Ambaſiador and Envoy Extraordinary of 
their Lordſhips- the States General of the United 
Provinces, having ſent to their Hi. and Mi. the 
Memorial of the Lords Ambaſſadors of France, of 
the 29th. of Fuly, have received expreſs order from 
their Maſters to an{wer their Excellencies, that 
they were tranſported to underſtand thereby. the 
continuance of his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty's real 
intentions for Peace; and that themſelves will nor 
be wanting on their part to do whatever may fur 4 
ther the concluding. it, and that they' are ex- 
tremely ſorry to fee it ſtick ſolely upon giving 
the. King of Sweden fatisfattion, and that that 
ſhould be of ſuch confideration” to his Majeſty,” as 
tobe capable- of giving a ftop td the finiſhing 3 

work that is ſo much defired. | 
The States General think, that they have done i 
all that could poſhbly be” expected .from a State; 
that is a Loyer of Peace ; having declered their acs 
F ceptance 
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teptance of the Conditions which the King himſelf 
had propoſed, as far as they concern themſelves; 
and having laboured to the utmoſt of their power 
to bring their Allies to a compliance ; in which 
endeavours they have been ſo fucceſsful with the 
King of Spain, that he likewiſe accepts the Condi- 
tions that concern himſelf. And yer after all this, 
to. their great ſorrow, they find themſelves deprived 
of the benefit .of thoſe Conditions, not upon the 
gccount.of any thing that might or ought to have 
been done by them, but becauſe the King of Sweden 
muſt firſt be fatish'd, though neither his Catholick 
Majeſty nor themſelves poſleſſed any thing that muſt 
make part of. his ſatisfattion; and though the ſaid 
King-continue daily to exerciſe all manner of Ho- 
Kilities againſt their Inhabitants, directly contrary 
to Treaties ſolemnly ratifi'd. 

Yet their Hi. and Mi. notwithſtanding their Inha- 
bitants meet with ſuch bad uſage 'from the faid 
King, and though they have evidently had juſt 
cauſe to fall upon him, and make War upon him, as 
he docs upon them, have choſen rather ro endea- 
vour 2a Peace in the North, and have offered to do 
all good offices in order to it ; if his. moſt Chri- 
ftian Majeſty will be pleaſed ro furniſh them with 
fome Expedients; and they do yet perſiſt in the 
fame mind, and ſhould be ready to propoſe Ex- 
pedients' themſelves, if they knew of any : But 
they 'cannot in any wife expe&t from his Majeſties

be of no effe&, unleſs the matter ſhould fall our 
ſo unfortunately, as that his Moſt Chriſtian Ma- 
jeſty ſhould ſer ſuch a value upon the King of 
Sweden's Satisfattion, and not to reſolve to Eva- 
cuate the Places but upon thoſe terms, though the 
Exchange of the Ratiſications enſued upon it.

T** Ambaſiadors Extraordinary and Plenipoten- 
tiary. of Sweden, being informed that the 
Ambaſladors of the States General, at a confe- 
rence with the Ambaſladors of his Moſt Chriſtian 
Majeſty, held the 28th of Fuly, would have 
amputed to Sweden the delay that was hapned to 
the concluſion of the Peace, that is making up be- 
twixt the King their Maſter, and the States Ge- 
neral, concelye it is their duty to acquaint the

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Ambaſſadors and - Plenipotentiaries of his Moſt 
Chriſtian Majeſty, how they have ated through- 
out this affair, "by which it will appear not to be 
long” of them, that the Treaty is not at preſent 
ready to be perfeQed and Signed. 

In the firſt place, as the regulation of . Com- 
merce . makes the principal point of the Treaty 
on the part of the States General, the ſaid Am- 
baſſadors ' of Sweden have offered all the facili- 
ties that could be deſired of them in order to it. 
It was upon the 207th. of June, that the Count of ' 
Oxenſtierns preſented an Article for referring 
this affair to. Comfniffioners, which not being 
agreed tq, and the Ambaſſadors of the States 
General, declaring that ' their Principals and Ma- 
ſters defired to ſee the regulation finiſhed. before 
the Peace were concluded, the {aid Count of Ox- 
enſtierne conſented 'to -enter into the particulars 
of the States Projett of Commerce, and there- 
upon, on the 27th. of June, acquainted Monſieur 
de Beverning, Ambaſſador Extraordinary and 
Plenipotentigry of the States General, that he had 
drayn a Counter-Proje&t upon ſome Articles not

General received the Counter-Proje&, yet-nov in 
ſeven ' weeks time they have not return'd_ their - 
anſwer to it,, and remitted the. affair hither to be 
adjuſtcd-and Eniſhed, by the Ambaſſadors and Pleni- 
potentiaries of both parties ; in order whereunto 
the Ambaſſadors of Sweden ' have not failed all 
this time to make frequent inſtances, both here 
at Nimeguen, where they have been afliſted by the 
Ambaſſiadors of France, and at the Hague by the 
Sieur Silvercroon, Beſides this point of Commerce, 
as there have been ſome complaints made that cer- 
tain Veſſels laden with Corn, and belonging to the 
Subjects of 'this State, have been taken and carried 
to, Straglſand, and_ that Courit Conningſmayk had 
taken out their lading' to ſerve for food' for his 
Army, the Ambaſſadors of Sweden having .been 
informed 'of the ſaid complaints by the Ambaſſa- 
dors of the States General, gave in a Declaration 
the 18:h of Fuly, that the aid action of the Mare- 
ſhal of Connigſmark could not be reputed any other 
than a- meer att pf neceſſity, which he then was 
reduced to, through want ,of Vidtuals and Cor- 
teſpondence ; that the -parties concern'd ſhoyld 
be ſatisfied" to the full, and that he would paſs any 
ſuch AR "to 'that end as ſhould be thought, fir, 
knowirig that ſuch was the Kin his Maſters inten- 
tion. The ſame has likewiſe bin afſured'by theCom- 
miſſary Silercroon at the Hague, and' an extratt 
has ſince been delivered of a Letter from the Mare- 
ſha] de Coningſmark, containing the like aſſurances, 
rogether with a relation how he had'ated, and 
that he had paid the' Maſters of the Ships their 
Freight. Which things being ſo, the Ambaſla- 
dors of Sweden believed that the States General 
would have received all ' the fatisfaftion they

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could poſſibly defire, and that nothing was want- 
ing to conclude a Peace betwixt the King their 
Maſter, .and them, but to prepare ſuch Articles as 
are uſual almoſt in all Treaties of Peace, which 
would be no hard work for the Ambaſſadors of 
both parties to, do.

But whilſt they were in this expeRation, the

HE Lords, the States General of the United 

Provinces, having ſeen and peruſed your Ex- 
cellencie's Anſwer to the Memoria), that we, their 
ander-written Deputies Extraordinary , preſented 
the 8th- of this Moneth, could have wiſhed, That 
your Excellence had not only conſidered the Condi- 
tions offered by the King of France, as they are in 
themſelves,” bur had alſo made reflexion upon the 
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preſerit ſtate of Aﬀairs, and conſidered, that the 
oy France, being become Maſter of all the 
Frontier Towns of his Catholick Majeſtie's Nether- 
lands, was centred into the heart of them, and had 
made himſelf Maſter even of the Town of Gand, be- 
ing very ſtrong in the Field, and at the Head of a 
very formidable Army, ready for any enterprize, 
and in the greateit appearance in the world of ſuc- 
ceeding arid conquering 'where he will : Whereas 
the Troops of the Allies, not being yet come toge- 
ther, much leſs in a condition to make Head againſt 
him, and oppoſe his deſigns. Hence it is, that their 
Hi. and Mi. apprehend with great reaſon, that what 
remains to the King of Spain in the Low-Countries, 
will infallibly be loſt, if it be not ſaved, by accept- 
ing the Conditions of Peace that are offered ; and it 
would be a thing very ſenfible to their Hi. and Mi. 
if what his Catholick Majeſty has yet left in the 
Low-Countries, ſhoyld be ſo loſt, after ſuch infi- 
nite expences, and. ſo much blood fpilt, for their 
preſervation.

their acknowledgtnent, by uſing their endeavours,

might have form'd to our ſelves of afhiſtance from 
Englznd, being utterly vaniſh'd, and the formida- 
-ble Power of the Enemy,” af&now laid for a founda- 
tion, tothe meaſures, that are to be taken to pre- 
vent that by Peace, which- 'tis believ'd cannor be 
hindred by continuing the War. The King our 
Maſter could not underſtand theſe extremities, but 
with the utmoſt compallion and perplexity of mind; 
and if he be thought capable of bringing any reme- 
dy on his fide, we can give aſſurance on his behalf, 
that he will apply himſelf to it with the ſafrie gene- 
roſity, care and concern, out of which he has hi- 
therto made appear. by the effefts, that his only 
content and repoſe conſiſts in the welfare of his 
Allies. 

In the mean time, it is a very difficult thing to 
give any counſel and advice, in z matter that feems 
to be already determined, and which ſticks at no- 
thing but the formality of its execution. 

On Saturday laſt, their Excellencies, the Ambaſ- 
{adors of the Lords the States General, declar'd to 
us, That. their Maſters ſaw no other mean to fave 
themſelves from the ruine, which was like to drag 
them, through that of the Spaniſh Low-Countries, 
into the utter ſubverſion of their Common-wealth, 
than that of a ſudden Peace, They told us, That 
the Lords Ambaſſadors of France expreſſed them- 
ſelves' diſpos'd, to conclude one ſeparately with 
them, and all thoſe that ſhould defire to come into 
it, they invited us to joyn with them in it, and at 
the ſame time afſur'd us, that fince of neceflity they 
muſt 
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muſt. avoid the confuſion , that the Anſver they 
ſhould have to make to the Moſt Chriſtian King, 
concerning the accepting a ceſſation of Arms, would 
bring them into, they found themſelyes obliged to 
make a Peace alone, to their own beſt advantage, 
before the end of this preſent Month, though we 
ſhould not be able in that time to concur with them 
in it; this ceſſation of Arms not being neceſlary to 
them, for their own particular intereſts. » 

What room is left then for any counſel or advice 
in the Caſe? We ſee no other meaſures to take, for 
what concerns the King oux, Maſter, than to pur _ 
their Excellencies, the Ambaſſadors of the Lords 
the States General, in mind of their own Afertion, 
to wit, That this Peace, .even though they ſhould 
ſee themſelves obliged to make it with France,ſhould 
keep the Lords, the States General, their Maſters, 
no leſs under the power of their engagements, at 
the bottom of the mutual Treaties betwixt them and 
their Allies, and to pray them, as we do moſt in- 
ſtantly, to proceed in it with ſuch caution and, wiſ- 
dom, as that it may not at the ſame time involve 
any prejudicial conſequence.to that of the North. 

The 18th Article of the Treaty betwixt his Ma- 
jeſty, and the Lords the States General, upon the 
occaſion of the preſent War, ſhews plainly, how 
far his Majeſty and they ſtand mutually engaged to 
one another, We are bound' in duty to infiſt upon . 
it, till we have received Orders from our Maſter to 
diſpence with it, which of our own heads we cannot 
do | and we conjure the Lords the States General, 
by what-ever is moſt ſacred in the publick Faith,and 
in ſuch ſolemn ſtipulations, not to do or take in 


hand any thing that may derogate from its force. 
L A . Ve 
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We wiſh for the Peace,as much as it can be wiſh'd 
for, and envy it not our Allies ; if they will ſhew 
us 2 way to obtain a ſure and "Bend: 4 Peace, we 
embrace it from this day forward ; and if France 
will make a Peace with his Majeſty, we believe he 
is altogether ready to accept it, ſoit be founded up- 
on Reaſon, and the good union, which will always 
keep him inſeparable from the fortune of his Al- 
lies. | 

Finally , We pray God to inſpire always the 
Lords the States General with Counſels worthy their 
moderation, and the aonſideration which they ought 
to have, for thoſe whom themſelves have drawn in- 
to the perils of the preſent War, and to bleſs their 
Deſigns and Advances, for the ſecurity of the gene- 
ral Quiet of all Chriſtendom.

A Declaration of the Ambaſſador of 
the Eleftor of Brandenburg, on Munday 
the 20th of June, 1678. 


HE Ambaſſador of Brandenburg ſays, That 
T it was evident, that his Electoral Serenity his 
Maſter, before the Moſt Chriſtian King took up 
Arms againſt their Hi. and Mi. the States General, 
failed not to do all he could to divert him, and that 
likewiſe ſince the.fire of this War has been kindled, 
he has deſired nothing more earneſtly, than to ſee it 
queneh'd as ſoon as might be, and the publick repoſe 
every where eſtabliſh'd ; and that it was upon the 
ſole conſideration of promoting the Peace, that his 
Electoral Scr2nity entred into ſuch grit Bonds with 

his 
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| his Allies, and eſpecially with their Hi, and Mi. 


that he hath expos'd and facrific'd his Perfon and 
Eſtates for that, and hath enjoyn'd his Plenipoten- 
tiaries at this Congreſs, and renews his Orders time 
after time, to labour for a Peace with their utmoſt 
endeavours, according to the Alliances betwixt the 
Confederates, which preſcribe a method to be ob- 
ſerved for obtaining a general Peace,that was agreed 
on joyntly by them all. That their Excellencies, 
the Ambaſladors of their Hi. and Mi. alledged two 
days finee, that their Lordſhips, the States, both 
in reſpect of the condition of their own Provinces, 
and that of others, find themſelves at preſent redu- 
ced to 2a neceſiity of making a Peace with France, 
whether they will.or no. That at the ſame time, 
to obſerve their Alliances, they expreſs a deſire to 
have their Allies joyn with them in it ; but that 
withal they think themſelves necefhitated, for the 
faving their Common-wealth from the ſhipwrack 
that threatens it, to make a Peace alone, or with- 
out the Confederates, in caſe they cannot accept the 
Conditions that France hath preſcribed ; that there-+ 
upon they required the reſolution of their Allies 
with all ſpeed, that they might take their Meaſures 
thereby, at the Conſultation that is to be held this 
Week at the Hagve. 

The Plenipotentiary Ambaſlador of his EleQoral 
Serenity ſays to it, That he knows net what reſolu- 
tion his Maiter will take, for that he could not re- 
ceive Inſtructions from him in ſo ſhort a time, upon 
the Declaration which the Moſt Chriſtian King de- 
livered on the firſt of this Month of June, to the 
Heer Ambaſlador Yan Beverning. - That in the 
mean time he partly explain'd himſelf, as to his own 
private Sentiment, in the Memorial of the 1oth of 


June, 
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June, which he preſented to the Ambaſſadors of their 
Hi. and Mi. and that he doubted not, but they made 
all due and fitting Reflexions thereupon. , That for 
the reſt, he was fully perſwaded, though ſome un- 
conquerable neceſſity might diſpence with the States 
General, or ſhould oblige them to depart. from any 
point of their Alliance with his Electoral Serenity, 
that yet they will always proceed in. it with ſuch 
caution and | Aka as the foundation may ſubſiſt 
notwithſtanding, and his Electoral Serenity be at no 
prejudice , nor the band of their friendſhip and 
good underſtanding to be weakned. * 

The faid Ambaſiador added two Points, requiring 
the ſaid Lords the States to conſider them, when 
they ſhould take this matter into conſideration. The 
one, That France, in the Proje&t.of Peace, which its 
Ambaſladors propoſed here, doth not -mention any 
Conditions , upon which it is willing to make 2 
Peace with his EleQoral Serenity ; Whereas, on his 
behalf, there have been Propoſals made to that 
end, both with relation to France and Sweden, inſo- 
much that he knows not yet whether France will 
make any Peace with himſelf or no. The other, 
That the Conditions propos'd in that Proje&t, with 
relation to Sweden, were ſo abje&, and even ſo con- 
trary to what their Hi. and Mi. have engaged them- 
Aelves to procure his Electoral Serenity, that jt mult 
be believed, that France is not willing that a Peace 
1hould be made with Sweden, inaſmuch as their Hi. 
and Mi. that ſee there is no room left for his Ele&to- 
ral Serenity to enter into the Peace, in conjuntion 
with themſelyes. | 

Finally, The ſaid Ambaſſador promiſeth to com- 
municate the reſolution of his Moſt Serene Maſter, 


ppon the ſaid Declaration of France, as ſoon * — 
a 
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ſhall receive it, referring himſelf for other matters 
to his faid Memorial. 


A Declaration of the Ambaſſador 0 
Prince Charles of Lorrain, at a Confe- 
rence Extraordinary of the Allies at Ni- 
meguen, the 2oth of June, 1678. 


T7 Declaration could not be opened at large, 
becauſe the, Preſident Canon had only formed 
the Idea of it in his mind, -and feturn'd but the 
night before from the Hague ; he alledged that 
Journey, as an excuſe for his not having been pre- 
ſent at the laſt Conference, ſaying, that he went 
to deliver the Lords the States General a Letter 
from his Maſter. Then he enlarged upon the in- 
"juſtice of the” Alternatives, that were propoſed by 
France, as Conditions of Peace : The firſt, demand- 
ing a Country 35 miles in length, and 16 or 18 in 
breadth, with 26 Cities upon it,and 600 Burroughs 
and Villages : The other , depriving him of his 
Capital City, and the convenience of communica- 
tion with his own Country, by pretending to paſs 
through ſome of the beſt of his High-ways. That 
both theſe Conditions were equally hard, he de- 
-monſtrated by the EleQtion that was left his Maſter 
to chuſe cither. For the avoiding ſuch Imperious 
Laws, he referr'd himſelf to the Alliances made de- 
tween their Imperial and Catholick Majeſties, their 
Lordſhips the States General, and his late Uncle, 
and renewed fince with his own perſon with all poſ- 
fible extenſion, and withal recommended himſelf ro 
the friendſhip and proteCtion of all his Allies, = 
u- 
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cluding with' a formal proteſtation, .that he would 
reſolve rather to live bantſh'd from his Country, 
and entirely to maintain the Juſtice of his Title, and 
have his Allies that had contracted with him, con- 
tinue under their abſolute Engagements, than ever 
to return upon ſuch hard Conditlons, and ſo ſcan- 
dialous to hjs Birth , and his undoubted Right of 


Succeſſion, never having deſerv'd fo ill of France, as + 


to be uſed ſo cruelly. 


A Letter from the Lords the States 
General, to Monf. the Duke of Luxem- 
burg, the 22. of June, 1678. 


SIR, 


WE have ſeen , with an equal mixture of joy 

and reverence, by the King's Auſwer of the 

firſt of this Month , from his Camp at Wetteren, 
which the Heer Van Beverning delivered us from his 

Majeſty, his ſincere intentions, to put an end ta the 

preſent War by a Peace. In purſuance whereof, to 
ſhew the like fincerity on our part, for his Majeſtie's 
greater ſatufation, we have ordered qur Ambaſſa- 
dors at Nimeguen, to conclude and ſign the Treaty 

of Peace with his Majeſtie's Ambaſſadors and Pleni- 

potentiaries, before the end of this Month, with ſuch 
of the Allies as ſhall be diſpoſed to come into it. In 

the mean time being aſſured, that bus Catholick Ma- 
jefty will joyn with 1 in accepting the Peace, we en- 
treated hu Majeſty, that he would be pleaſed fom 
hence-forward, to give neceſſary Orders to ſurceaſe 
all aFs of Heſtility by Land, and to cauſe ſuch of his 
Forces 
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Forces as are in by Country, to retire about the 
end of this Month. Sir, This 1s what we thought 
we ought to acquaint you with, his Majeſty having 
in a Letter t0 us, expreſs'd his defpre to have it ſo.

THE fate of Affairs being now ſo-urgent, and 
the welfare or miſery of all Chriſtendom depend- 

ing upon the ſafety of the Low-Countries, 1 conceive 
it is my duty to repreſent to your Majeſty, how ne- 
ceſſary it u for your Majeſty, who alone can put a 
ſtop to the King of France's progreſs in theſe Parts, 
ro maintain Forces by Sea and Land, and cauſe them 
t0 draw as near Flanders as may be, that they may 
ſerve as a Bridle to the common Enemy, and your 
Majeſty be in a condition to protet# and defend Chri- 
ſtendom, from the utter ruine and oppreſſion, that 
the Moſt Chriſtian King threatens it with. In like 
manner 1 repreſent to your Majeſty for the ſame 
Reaſons, that it is altogether neceſſary, that your 
Majeſty make an Alliance Offenſive and Defenſive 
with the King my Maſter, and the Emperour, who 
will bs conſtant Allies, and ready to-run —_— 
or= 
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fortune your Majeſty ſhall hazard for the common 
Cauſe; not queſtioning, but thoſe other Princes,thad 
are now in league with the King my Maſter, will 
immediately enter into ſuch Alliance, as your Maje- 
ſty ſhall make; andby thu means, Chriſtendom will 
be ſecured againſt the oppreſſion of France.

TH E Ambaſſador of his EleQoral” Serenity of 

Brandenburg , for the Treaties of Peace at N:- 
meguen,baving ſcen the Memorial of the Lords Am- 
bafladors of France, of the 17th. of Fuly, wherein 
they cndeavour to take away the Jealoufies that 
might ariſe, of the ſincerity of his Moſt Chriſtian 
Majeſty's Intentions, and of his faithfulneſs to his 
Word , concerning the evacuation of the Places, 
which he promiſed to reſtore to Spain, and to their 
Hi. and Mi. the Lords the States General of the 
United Provinces, thinks it fit, and according to 
his duty, to repreſent to the Lords the Ambaſſadors 
of the States General, who communicated to him 
the (aid Memorial. :- That as it is full of almoſt no- 
”_ thing 
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thing ele, in every paſſage, but great Deſigns, -of 
the Moſt Chriſtian King, againſt his EleQtoral Sere- 
nity, his Mafter,and other Princes, .that have made 
ſome Conqueſts upon Sweden ; fo. his Eleforal: Se- 
renity promiſeth himſelf, as well from the friend- 
ſhip of the Lords the States, and their fidelity of 
Word, as from their juſtice and exaQneſs, in per- 
forming the terms of rhe Alliance, that they will 
not help forward ſuch pernicious Deſigns, nor ſuf- 
fer them to be put in execution, againſt one of their 
ancienteſt and moſt faithful Friend, Neighbour and 
Ally, and that has been no leſs concern'd, for the 
preſervation and re-eſtabliſhmenrt of their Common- 
wealth, than of his own Inheritances, and has not 
ſtuck at expoſing, what-ever is moſt dear and pre- 
cious to him in the whole World, for their ſakes. 

It is evident, with what care his Electoral Sercni- 
ty hath governed all his Actions, ſo as not to give 
the leaſt ground of diſcontent to Sweden ; and the 
ſincerity, with which he has renew'd former Allian- 
ces with that Crown, is no leſs apparent, by his ap- 
plying them even to the preſent ConjunQures, for 
- the avoiding all manner of miſ-underſtanding and 
rupture, which yet happened, by the violent Invafi- 
on, made by the Army of Sweden, towards the end 
of the year, 1674. upon Marchia and Pomerania, 
direly againſt thoſe, for whom ſuch ſolemn Stipu- 
lations had been, and contrary to the liberty, which 
each Party had reſerv'd ta themſelves, in the {aid 
Alliance : Which Invaſion was the more unjuſt; im 
aſmuch as it was made at a time, - when his Electoral 
Serenity, relying on the publick Faith, bat ſent his 
Forces ſo far off, that he was buſie with them in AM 
\ ſatia. The Lords the States condemn'd and diſliked 
this Proceeding no leſs, than all other Chriſtian Po- 
ren- 
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tentates throughout Europe did ; and God has made 
appear to all the World, by what has enſued, and 
by our marvellous ſucceſs, that his powerful Hand 
is able to prote& the innocent, and puniſh thoſe 
that make ſo flight of Religion, Alliances, and Pro- 
miſes, that have had the fanCtion of the publick 
Faith. Their Hi. and Mi. and all others, without 
doubt, will agree, that it were an unheard of piece 
of cruelty, ro deal with his Electoral Serenity, as 
he is threatned in that Memorial, for having made 
ſo vigorous and glorious an oppoſition, to ſo unjuſt 
and forcible an Invaſion, The faid Ambaſſador does 
nor intend to lay open the weakneſs of the reaſon- 
ings, in the ſaid Memorial of the Ambaſſadors of 
France, afluring himſelf, that their Hi. and Mi. will 
not fail to expeſe it to the World, for the refutation 
of thoſe, that for want of ſolid Reaſons; have been 
forced to betake themſelves, to ſuch weak and 
groundleſs Arguments ; fince it appears, that there- 
in they contradi&, and directly thwart, what the 
Moſt Chriſtian King has avow'd, and politively pro- 
miſed, by the Letters and Reſolutions, which his 
Majeſty has cauſed to be diſpatched, and delivered to 
their Hi. and Mi. and to their Miniſters. 'He will 
only repreſent, what wrong would be done to his 
EleQtoral Serenity, his Maſter, if their Hi. and Mi, 
ſhould give ear to ſuch Conditions, as conduce to 
no other end, but that of ſerving the Intereſt of a 
declared Enemy, by deſerting a faithful Friend and 
Ally, and, at the ſame time , cxpoling their own 
Common-wealth, to the moſt dangerous hazard in 
the World, which they have endeavoured, out of 
their great prudence, and with ſo much care, to ſe- 
cure and ſhelter, by means of a Bar in Flanders, 
which the Moſt Chriſtian King himſelf thought

neceſſary for maintaining their repoſe, but which 
will ſtand them in no ſtead, if ſuch another Bax 
be not likewiſe ſettled upon the Rhine. Certainly, 
there needs more thenan ordinary aſſurance, to un- 
dertake the perſwading a whale Common-wealth, 
conliſting of ſo many wiſe, and illuſtrious Members, 
to renounce whatever the Faith of their Alliances,and 
the true Intereſt of their own Common-wealth, re- 
quires af them, and ſubmit to ſuch prejudicial 
Councels; and to further the ſuffering an Ally, and 
Neighbour, to be oppreſſed, that has given ſuch 
extraordinary proofs of his Friendſhip to their 
State ; and that in favour of a party, with whom 
at preſent they are engaged in open War, and that 
expreſſes by his exceſhye demands, ſo little of an 
inclination to come to ſuch a reconciliation, as may 
be fair, and at all proportionable to the miſchiefs, 
and inconveniences, that this fatal War has brought, 
and continues to bring upon Chriſtendom. I ſhall 
leave the reſt to the wiſe diſcuſſion of their Hi. and 
Mi. .by reaſon of whoſe fidelity, affeftion , and 
Juſtice, his EleQoral Serenity is well aſſured, that 
they will teſtifie in this occurrence, as great a paſſion 
for the ſecurity, and defence, of his Provinces of 
Cleve, which have always ſerv'd for a Bar; and 
whoſe preſervation, has always been ſo very dear 
to'them, as his EleQoral Serenity has an affeftion to 
their Common-wealth upon ſo many occaſtons, and 
of, which he has given ſuch remarkable inſtances, 
eſpecially, ſince the publick Faith, and the Welfare, 
and ſecurity of their own Eſtate, are equally con-, 
cern'd in the Intereſt of «it.

He Ambaſſadors, Plenipotentiaries, and Mini- 
ſters underwritten , underſtanding, with the 
utmoſt aſtoniſhment, that there was a likelihood 
of the Lords Ambaſſadors, of the States General, 
of the United Provinces ; reſolving to Sign this 
day, - ſeparate Treaty of Peace, betwixt the Moſt 


Chriſtian King, and their Hi. and Mi. which has 


been' likewife confirm'd to them, by ſome of the 
faid Ambaſiadors themſelves, though hitherto, they 
have not made any communication of the Contents 
of their- Project, nor held any particular Confe- 
rence, . upon a matter of fo great conſequence , in 
conformity to Treaties, by which their Hi. and Mi. 
are obliged fo to do. 

© The faid' Ambaſſadors, 'and Plenipotentiary Mi- 
niſters, have thought it their duty, to repreſent to 
the Lords Ambaſiadors, of their Hi. and Mi. the 
difagreement of this proceeding, with the Tenour 
of © the Alliances, fo ſolemnly ftruckwith their Lords 
ind Maſters ; whevein the Lords the States, pro- 
miſe upon their Word, and-upon the credit of the 
publick Faith, never to think of making ſeparate 
Treaties with their common Enemy, that was up- 
on the point of overturning their Common-vealth, 

and 
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and. from whoſe WS: they were faved onely 
by ſuch . aſſiſtances,, and diverfions, as were given 


fromtime to time in divers parts of the Empire, for 


their ſakes. 

Then they required with all the inſtauces ima- 
ginable, and conjur'd the faid Lords Ambaſſadors, 
by what ever is held moſt ſacred, and inviolable, 
not to precipitate the Signing this ſeparate Peace, 
being directly oppoſite to the ſaid Alliances, and to 
allow them a little time, to give their l:ords and 
Maſters neceſlary intormation : fince that delay 
could not be at all prejudicial to them, and that 
requeſt being but- what every one might expect, 
from the  publick Faith, and the ſincerity . of the 
Lords, the States General.

{elves the more afſuredly, that, both will be granted

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They have ordered moreover, ſome ſele&t Troops, 
that are now under march; to draw. towards the 
Muſe, and to be employ'd for the ſame purpoſe ; 
fo that with God's aſliſtance, we have yet reaſon to 
hope for good ſucceſs, in ſo juſt, and good a Cauſe, 

However, if the Lords the States, ſhould find 
themſelves obliged, by ſome indiſpenſable neceſſity, 
( the occaſion and force whereof, is for all that un- 
known to the Allies ) to proceed with ſo much pre- 
cipitation, to a ſeparate Peace with France ; the 
faid Ambaſſadors, and- Miniſters, declare by this 
Memorial, that their Lords and Maſters , are dif- 
poſed, and ready to enter with them into this 
Treaty, and to conclude a Peace with his Moſt 
Chriſtian Majeſty, in conjundtion with the Lords, 
the States General, upon ſuch honourable, and e- 
quitable Conditions, as ſhall be agreed on, in a 
ſhort . time,- towards the concluſion whereof, they 
will bring all manner of facility, and good offices, 
on their parts. | 

We promiſe our ſelves, that the faid Lords Am- 
baſſadors,. will not refuſe ſo juſt and generous an 
offer ; nor' can. webe perſwaded, that the intention 
of  theirNi: and Mi. is not exactly conformable to 
this juſtdefire, or that they can ſo muchas conceive 
a thought, of -abandoning their good and faithful 
Friends, Neighbours, and + Allies, that bave em- 
ployed what ever was moſt dear, and precious to 
them in the world, to ſave them from the ruine 
that threatned them, and to. re-eſtabliſh them in 
their former Liberty, and Splendour. Art leaft, -we 
promiſe-our: ſelves, from: their Juſtice, and finceri- 
ty, that they will not conclude upon any thing, 
that ſhall not comprehend the Intereſts of theſr 
Allies, which in effc& are their own, nor joyn os: 
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the oppreſſion, and ruine, of thoſe that have fo 
faithfully aſſiſted them, againſt ſo powerful an Ene- 
my ; who on the one hand, makes ſo much ſhow 
of the ſincerity of his deſire, to reſtore Peace to 
Chriſtendom, and on the other, refuſes to admit 
of ſuch means, as are capable gf procuring'itz be- 
ſides that, this abandoning their Allies, and the 
Neutrality, that they pretend to ſettle, * was not fo 
much as required by the Moſt Chriſtian King, in 
the platform of Conditions of Peace, which he 
Projetted ; the States, having always declared, 
againſt accepting the Ceſfation for ſix weeks, which 
the Moſt Chriſtian- King afterwards offered ; be- 


- cauſe the Neutrality, was made a Condition of it, 


which would have put them our of a poſhibility of 
aſſiſting their Allies. 

But if the worſt came to the worſt, and that not- 
withſtanding, all theſe juſt and equitable Remon- 
{trances, they will proceed to Sign a Treaty of this 
nature ; the ſaid Ambaſſadors, Plenipotentiaries, and 
Miniſters of the High-Allies, can dono other, then 
ſolemnly, and moſt formally, to proteſt againſt this 
ſeparate Treaty, as being dire&ly contrary to the Al- 


. Hances, and the ſolemn aſſurances, that have been 


given from time to time, of the ſtedfaſtneſs, and 
exactneſs, of their Hi. and Mi. in obſerving, and 
fulfilling their Treaties. 

They challenge them likewiſe for all the misfor- 
tunes, inconveniences, loſſes, and dammages, that 
all Chriſtendom in general, and their Lords and 
Maſters, each in particular, may ſuffer by this ſepa- 
ration, and the non-obſervance of Alliances, ſo 
ſolemnly, and facredly contracted, ſavingrothem- 
ſelyes all their right, by vertue of thoſe Alliances, 
by the Law of Nations, and that of God and Man, 
M 3 {ub- 
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fubmitting to the ſound, and difintereſſed judgment 
of all the World, the wrong done to their Lords and 
Maſters, contrary to all promiſes, engagements, 
Treaties, and that without any neceſſity, by a pro- 
cedure equally raſh, and unheard of, in 'a time 
when God gives us hopes of redreſs, in a more de- 
cent, and reaſonable way'; they challenge them, as 
thoſe, that our of blind paſhons, and prepoſleſs'd 
ſentiments, even againſt theit opinion, who are 
animated with a more generous ſenſe of honour, 
and the confideration of their own engagements, to 
a rational ſtedfaſtneſs, ſacrifice the honour, and 
glory of their party, to proceedings unworthy 2 
State that is governed by reaſon, and Juſtice ; by 
which manner of aCting, they contract ſuch a ſtain, 
as will never wear out of the memory of mankind.

Deputies for Foraign affairs ) had alſo been prevail'd 
with, to agree upon your own particular, upon 2

time, could hardly give credit to a thing, ſo directly 
oppoſite, to the expreſs words of Treaties. 

But, becaufe they find with grear ſorrow, that 
many things are Negociated,. and Treated, betwixt 
your Hi. and Mi. and the common Enemy of the 
Allies, of which the High-Allies, have no timely 
notice beforehand ; the parties underwritten, have 
thought themſelves bound, 'to remonſtrate to your

The parties underwritten, being moreover 0-

HE Glory which the Crown of Spain has always 
acquired, and maintain'd hitherto, without the 
leaſt imputation, - by its ſtedfaſtneſs and conſtancy, 
by its fidelity to its Allies, and by its religious ad- 
hering to its Faith, leaves the under-yritten _ 
als 
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bafladors, Plenipotentiaries , and Miniſters of the 
High Allies, no room to doubt, but that it will yet 
continue in the ſame generous Sentiments , and 
tranſmit this Reputation to poſterity, which all for- 
mer Ages have' bcen obliged to publiſh in its ho- 
nour. 

- But becauſe, ſince the unforeſeen ſigning of the 
Peace betwixt France, and the Lords the States Ge- 
neral, the moſt-glorious opportunity has preſented 
it ſelf, that ever could have happened, to fignalize 
this honourable firmneſs, and purchaſe a new ſplen- 
dor and luſtre to the ſaid Monarchy, the ſaid parties 
under-written would not be wanting to make uſe of 
it, to repreſent to their Excellencies, the Lords Am- 
baſladors of his Catholick Majeſty, at this Congreſs, 
that their Lords and Maſters can promiſe themſelves 
no leſs, from the juſtice and equity of theirs, by 
their former experience, than the like behaviour

reaſonable Peace, or whether the Enemy ſhould be 
ſo hard, as tomake the obtaining:it, ſtick upon im- 
pratticable conditions and demands, and expoſe 
it to the continuance of a longer 'and a fiercer 
War. IT 

Not any of our Lords and Maſters ever refaſed to 
take ſuch courſes;''as reaſon and decency have eſta- 
bliſhed between Soveraign Princes, to arrive at the 
firſt ; they will yet joytully embrace them, and will 
demonſtrate by their readineſs and facility, that the 
Quiet of Chriſtendom is the only object of all their 
withes : Bur fince it is evident toall the World, that 
the Enemies have hitherto refuſed to admit of any, 
but would preſcribe Laws to us, rather- than falſe 
us to treat upon terms in order to it, it is eaſily 
diſcovered not to be their fault, thatat preſent we 
_ are all involv'din the latter. 


Arational ſtedfaftneſs is only capable of redreffing 
theſe miſchiefs, and of bringing them back to mort 
juſt and decent Meaſures, that have been led afide 
out of the way of their Duty and Engagements, by 
the ſecret Cabals of ſome priyate Perſons, and the 


Vi0O- 
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violence and inadvertence of ſome Men of fickle 
minds, that know not how dear and precious Faith 
and Truth ought to be to a free State-; when they 
ſhall rake notice, that his Majeſty is far from follow- 
ing ſo pernicious an example, and will keep faith- 
fully ro the Letter of the mutual Treaties, out of 
which your Excellencies will find ſome neceſſary Ex- 
tracts | Arn annexed, and let the World ſee, that 
he. chuſeth rather to run the ſame fortune with his 
Allies to.the very laſt, than unmercitylly to deſert 
them, contrary+to all ſacredneſs of promiſes, and 
only to fave himſelf to their coſt, by a notorious 
breach of ſuch ſolemn Alliances. 

His Majeſty can loſe nothing by this means, but 
will be a gainer,. by maintaining his Glory, his Ho- 
nour, and his Reputation. The Bar that is ſctied 
for bounds to the Conqueſts of France, is rather a 
large career for- it; 0 drive on its Deſigns in, as far 
as it liſteth.. . All that is left the-King of Spain in 
the Low-Countries , ſerves rather to exhauſt his 
Treaſures, for the little time that he ſhall be per- 
mitted to enjoy it-peaceably, than to giye him any 
aſſurance of a ſetled poſſeſſion. And when they ſhall 
have logſen'd the ſacred Band of the Allies, and difſ- 
armed the neighbouring Eſtates, who will hinder 
the reſt from falling under rhe dominion-of a foreign 
Power, when-ever the Enemy ſhall have a mind to 
it ? Certainly, they that for their good will, and 
all their endeavours, and all the hazards to which 
they have expos'd themſelves, ſhall find themſelves 
aov either evil-entreated by their Friends, or deſert- 
ed by their Allies, and ſo ill rewarded for their affe- 
- Etion ang good will, ,will be wiſer at another time, 
when the fire ſhall be greater, than to run to quench 


Jt, and eyery one will content himſelf to provide for 
 » 4 his 
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his own ſafety, when he ſhall conſider, how unwqr- 
thily he has been recompenced,for what he has now 
done for that of the Publick. | 
But the ſtrength of all theſe Arguments is ſo well 

known,to their Excellencics aforeſaid, that it would 
be ſuperfluous toalledge new ones. They know ve- 
ry well,how neceſlary it is, for all that are concern'd 
in the Intereſt of the preſervation of the Low-Coun- 
fries, not to let them utterly fink, what-ever may 
be pretended outwardly. The Enemy's Arms have 
already got too faſt hold of theſe Rampiers, of the 
neighbouring Eſtates, for us to imagine, that they 
can be contented to ſee them entirely loſt, For this 
cauſe the Ambaſladors, Plenipotentiaries, and Mi- 
rfiſters under-written, will not enlarge upon the de- 
bate of theſe Matters. They are only bound in duty, 
to conjure your Excellencies, by the facredneſs of 
reciprocal Engagements, by the force of mutual Al- 
liances, by the Faith of the King your Maſter, and 
by the Glory and the Honour of your Nation and 
Country, not to make any ſtep on the preſent occa- 
fion , that may be prejudicial to their Lords and 
Maſters, or be injurious to your own,or your ſelves, 
ſince we are perſwaded, you never will leave this Vi- 
cory to the common Enemies, of being ſuperior to 
the King your Maſter in conſtancy, and ſtedfaſtneſs 
to their Allies, though Deſtiny may by the fortune 
of War, have made his condition at -preſent fome- 
what worſe than theirs.

N the Name of God the Creator, and of the moſt
